Middlemas arrested Vernon Mil* 
liron Monday night at Bowman’s 
Corner^ a small Iowti 12 miles 
from a ranch in Montana’s wild 
game country where the boy lived 
with his parents, four sisters and 
brothers. 
Middlemas said that from ques­ 
tioning tile youth and his brother. 
Allen. 13. he was able to recon­ 
struct the horror that came to 
the lonely Midiron ranch Mon­ 
day. 
A week ago. Vernon left home 
angered at his parents, Middle­ 
mas said. He stayed in a de­ 
serted cabin a week and retd 
to the ranch this past Sur 
hiding in the hayloft. 
While Mrs. Midiron prepared 
supper 
last 
night, 
her 
hus 
band Daniel, 47, and Allen and 
his twin sister. Amy, went to the 
bam to do some chores 
The father was preparing to 
unload same hay when he was 
shot four tunes with a 38 caliber 
pistol and struck several times on 
the head with a hatchet. 
Amy, hearing the shots, fled 
toward the house. Allen ran in 
another direction. Middlemas said 
Amy was hit by a bullet as she 
ran. She got inside the house but 
collapsed and died in a kneeling 
position by a couch. 
The mother. 46, was shot and 
killed as she lay on another 
couch. 
The youth calmly told officers 
he shot his parents “because they 
were mean to me” and Amy was 
'-lain because “she was screaming 
too much.’*
